New Feature in the Now 


Famous Dispute. 


Washington. May 19.— The A. P. A- 


finished Its business after a. long ses- 
sion, lasting Into-laat evening, and then 
adjourned.. .Very, much to the surprise 
of many, Kansas City was selected aa 
the place for the next annual gathering. 


It was expected that the supreme 


council 
would 'abolish the advisory 


board, and yesterdar such action waa 
taken. An amendment to the constitu- 
tion was adopted, providing that the 
duties heretofore devolving on such body 
be placed in the hands of the supreme 
Executive board, consisting of the su- 
preme president.supreme vice president, 
supreme secretary of . state, supreme 
secretary, supreme chaplain and su- 
preme treasurer. • The newly elected 
officers were then Installed. 


A condemnation meeting of some of 


the delegates to the American Protec- 
tive association, claiming to represent

Moscow, May 19.—The arrival o£ the 


czar and czarina., yesterday afternoon, 
may be said to Inaugurate tho Ceslival 
season [n celebration of the cbrohavlon. 
and for ivlilch tho city and the whole 
empire .has made months of preparti- 
ilona. 
The Imperial party arrived in 


their special train at tlio Smolenselc 
station at 5:30 o'clock. This station ia 
about half way between; the Kremlin 
and the Polevosky palace, which is to 
be the abiding place of the czar until the 
triumphal entry into the cityon Thurs- 
day. 
' 
<:'' 
' 
The czar, as he stepped from the train, 


wore the uniform of Alexander III regi- 
ment o£ the Guards, and he received the 
reprjrt from Grand Duke Vladimir (the 
eldest surviving brother ic the late 
czar), who Is commander of all of the 
troops In Moscow. The czarina, as chief 
of the Uhlan regiment, received the re- 
port of the commander of that I'eslment. 
The. 
drive to Pretosovky palace was 


made in a closed carriage, owing to the 
rain. Upor. their arrival at the palace, 
the imperial standard was hoisted, and 
44 members o£ the Nljulnovgovod Dra- 
goons mounted guard. The czar then 
received a deputation from the Zemslvo 
for the province of Moscow. He then 
proceeded to the state apartments, on 
the first floor, where a Te Deum was 
celebrated,. and the priests blessed the 
czar on the occasion of his 2Sth birthday. 


One of the special features of the 
present ovents in Moscow is the doli:g 
away with the custom of employing spe- 
cial constables in citizens' dress to guard 
the route.of the czar's coming and tjolng 
•In the city. It has been the custom of 
late years for the ranks of these un- 
armed constables to stand Immediately 
behind the military. On the occasion of 
a spectacular progress the guards were 
about the only ones who could see the 
procession. On occasions the route of 
UIP czar's progress is guarded by a 
Cou'ble line of military, a double rank of 
sworn civilians, the ordinary police in 
uniform, the police of the defense de- 
partment and the detective police. The 
doing 
1 away with this sworn civilian 


ranks will give better opportunity fur 
tho czar's subjects at large to witness 
his progress to the coronation. 


Preparations for the grand entry Into 


'the city are not yet completed, though 
they are .far advanced. 
The character 


of tJie preparations' Is most Imposing. 
.The grand duke's' palace Is especially 
inasnlllceiit "This is"' situated." upon 
Tverskuja street, along which the czar 
£oes from the Petrovosky palace to the 
Kremlin on Thursday. 
Opposite the 


governor general's residence is a great 
frame screen, built to mask an unsightly 
building, used as a guardroom for the 
troops on official duty at the palace. 
Near at hand is a watch-tower of the 
fire department, which was a clumsy 
and. unsightly object, but has been 
maaked from base to top of the tower. 


Nearly all of the buildings in Moscow 


are built of wood and brick, covered in- 
discriminately with a white stucco, the 
general effect being that of a wholly 
white' walled city. The outer coloring 
of the stucco has been almost univer- 
sally renewed and freshened for the oc- 
casion. 
Tverskaja street has concen- 


trated within 'its length much of tha 
preparation. Many houses along the 
street have been rented, at high rates, 
for the whole year, vnerely to secure the 
lessee of a window for the procession 
on Thursday. The street shows along 
its length many commodious pavilions, 
set aside for the use of the favored ones. 
Great Iron columns have also been 
erected alonj the street's length for a 
brilliant electrical Illumination. Huge 
wooden obelisks, draped 
and 
vividly 


colored by day and carrying brilliant 
lights from top to bottom by night, are 
also features of the decorations. 


Electricity 13 used for the first time 


in the Illuminations for a czar's corona- 
tion, and elaborate preparations have 
been made by the authorities to avail 
themselves of this new agent. Nearly 
all the public buildings have their 
com- 


plete outlines traced by light wooden 
framework, for the support of the elec- 
tric lights and fairy lamps, which sho\y 
the architectural outlines of the city 
traced In. fire and light. The walla of 
the Kremlin itself and of the towers 
o£ the buildings within are thus out- 
lined against the night sky by electric 
lights and by thousands of yards of gas- 
ripe, perforated at short Intervals for 
gasjets. 


The movements ol Li Hung Chanjr 


and Field Marshal Yamagata are 
fol- 


lowed with^the keenest popular Interest, 
while the Emir of Bokhara and his suite, 
In their magnificent robes of gold cloth, 
and other Eastern potenates In gala at- 
tire, excite general wonder and admira- 
tion. Nearly every nation has sent here 
its ambassador or representative, and 
every province In the vast Russian em- 
pire has sent a deputation. The tribes 
ut Siberia and the Steppes, the Eskimos, 
Poles, Flr.landers, Laplanders, Cos- 


I sacks, Tartars Armenians, Circassians, 
Georgians, Calmacks, Kurds, Chinese, 
Mongols and a dozen others. In strange 
outlandish 
costumes and 
unknown 


tongues, have come to Moscow from the 
ends of the empire to renew their 
hom- 


age to the great white czar, the auto- 
crat of all the Husalas. They are wan- 
dering the streets of this ancient capi- 
tal in motley throngs, under the wonder- 
ing Inspection of other strange peoples, 
fven from the westernmost part of 
America, who have come this long Jour- 
ney to see the spectacle." 


The Duke o£ Connaught, who will

We Preach a Morality Which 


Do Not Practice, 


We 


Greek Proverb Which Just About 


Fits the Case— The Castes and 
Classes Must Be Abolished and 
First Principles 
Reaffirmed— 


Two Kinds of Sermons. 


(Special Correspondence.] 


This morality of onrs is a queer stnclj-. 


There was probably never a time in tlio 
history of tho humau race •when hypoc- 
risy and cant in tho social relations of 
mankind were so rifo as they aru at 
present. Tho entire moral codo of nine- 
teenth century society seems to bo in a 
moribund condition so far as its applica- 
tion 13 concerned, \vhilo its vitality sine] 
efficacy*as an absolute code ia as strong- 
ly insisted on by those ivuo assumo thc- 
rolo of moral teachers its ever. Why is 
It that moral judgments •vrhick aro ns- 
Bumed to possess tho character of uni- 
Tt-rsality are so little observed? Tho an- 
swer to thiti question mnst bo found in 
the fact that \vo lin.ve completely grown 
away from our basis of morality. The 
olil Greets nscd to say—it.is one of 
Plato's proverbs, 1 believe—that a man 
should b?f,'in to practice virtue as soon 
as hi- h;id instircd a livelihood, the im- 
plication being Hint until one had in- 
sured a livelihood ho conld not practice 
virtue. This idea accorded strictly with 
Greek practice and teachings, tho Greek 
society being essentially cla^s ecciery, 
aud there being no pretense as to uni- 
versality, of application of the Greek 
moral code. This exclusiveness of Greek 
morals saved tha Greuks from bei.ig 
hypocrites and, however much ono may 
feel inclined to condemn certain prac- 
tices of tho Greeks, theftictrciuiins that 
those practices were strictly in; accord 
•with tho teachings of their moral code. 


With us it is different 
With us the 


Greek proverb might \vell assume a neg- 
ative form. A man should only cease to 
practice Tirtue as soon as he has insured 
u livelihood. This because most of our 
common opinions concerning social mo- 
rality have to do with the gaining of 
one's livelihood und refer to u condition 
of society in which every citizen ia ac- 
tively engaged in some sort of useful em- 
ployment The virtues of industry, fru 
gality, honesty, forbearance where each 
other's faults and weaknesses aro con- 
cerned, conragu, truthfulness mill just 
dealing generally between man and man 
are all conditioned on the existence of a 
society of free mid equal individuals— 
individuals who are virtually dependent 
on their own exertions for their subsist- 
ence, and who are uninfluenced l>y the 
tradition!) of social or political rank or 
cistu; a, purely democratic society, in 
fact, such as we are fond of believing 
oars was., in the beginning, and which 
so many good people would have us be- 
lieve it is yet The common opinion 
that tho virtues indicated have any val- 
ue in and of themselves is wholly erroae- 
otis. Ic is only as tho practice of those 
virtues influences tha social life that 
they have vglue. 


It is well for a man to be honest, it i 


•well for him to bo industrious, it is well 
for him to be frugal and temperate, but 
why': Because the line of conduct con- 
noted by these, ideas is uecesaary for the 
preservation of the society of which ho 
is a part. But it is only as they affect 
his relations with those associated and 
co-operating with him in tho battle for 
material existence that these acts can be 
either moral or immoral. It is only an a 
social being that man's honesty, tem- 
perauce ur industry ciui find proper place 
in any moral codo. But what if a man 
is .outside of society? Or what if he be- 
lonys to u sccietyin which industry and 
honesty are not conditions of existence. 
End in which frugality would be absurd; 
Then these virtues which give color to 
our moral codo would cease, so far us je 
wa* concerned, to be of any value from 
a moral standpoint There would need 
to Lu developed and applied class moral- 
ity to fit the special cases, just as was 
the case with the Greeks, in order for 
men to escape tho vice of hypocrisy. 


And that is the trouble with us. Un- 


der the influence of inspirations which 
unimated man at the break up of feudal 
class society and caused them to pay lip 
homage to the sublime ideas of liberty, 
equality an;l fraternity, 
inspirations 


which caused the immortal truths of 
our Declaration of Independence to be 
openly promulgated aa a principle of 
national policy here on this western 
continent, men cling to and contipne to 
preach a. universal form of morality, 
notwithstanding that the conditions of 
uur social life have developed a strongly 
juarked class society where only class 
morale will fit. The result .is almost 
universal hypocrisy. Imagine one of onr 
modem moralists extolling the virtues 
of frugality and thrift for the benefit of 
an audience of tramps! Yet stranger 
things do happen every day. Our Bound- 
trbys are a numerous class. 
Imagine, 


again, one of. our fashionable preachers 
expatiating on the moral necessity of 
honest. industry to a congregation of 
Rockefellers, -Vanderbilte and Astors! 
HeSvould:simply be laughed at, and if 
ho insisted on such absurd preaching he 
would soou find his place filled by one 
who could preach a moral doctrine more 
consistent with the preservation of the 
society to which such congregation be- 
longs. For labor, frugality and such 
like'Virtues aro not necessary conditions 
for the existence of such a society. In- 
deed, such'Tirtues become absolute vices 
Tft^n practiced by the members of these

parasitic castes. 


Suppose that these millionaires should 


suddenly develop respect for the Bible 
command to cut 'their oread in the sweat 
of their brows, and should conclude to 
forego all of those extruvagans expendi- 
tures which are condemned an vices in 
the poor. 
Why, the misery, starvation 


nud death "which would be entailed on 
society by such a eouisa would be til- 
most incalculable I The number of work- 
ers who woald .thus.be thrown out of, 
employment and rendered absolutely 
helpless would ba enormous. Such con- 
duct would, therefore, DO highly immor- 
al when proceeding from such a source. 
We thus develop cant as au incident of 
modern life, aoid ore enabled to contem- 
plate the edifying spectacle of a great 
preacher on one Sunday extolling tha 
absolute moral good of self reliance, in- 
dustry and frugality to an audience of 
workiugnieu, and on another praiaing 
tho virtues of helplessness, idleness and 
extravagance, for tho benefit of on audi- 
ence of millonaircs, and incnlcating 
their practice in the name of duties co 
the working class. 


One moralistpreaohes to millionaires, 


taking for his texi;' 'the duties and re- 
sponsibilities 
of wealth;" another 


preaches to workingmen, taking for his 
text that old copy hook motto, "Honesty 
is the best policy." And through it all 
we are forced to contemplate a civiliza- 
tion which makes "honesty" had for 
workingmen, even as a question of mere 
"policy," when we consider the moral 
effect on the class at large. The human- 
izing effect of tho virtues of our morivl 
cude can only exhibit itself in a society 
of free and independent individuals. Wa 
must revert to. first principles and abol- 
ish castes and classes.

Harbor Schoolv, 


Governor Morton has signed a bill 


providing for tho examination and li- 
censing of horseshoersv iii New York 
state. 
Seeing the success of the horso- 


shoers, the barbers of the state who be- 
long to tho Journeymen Barbers' Inter- 
national union are seriously considering 
whether it would not be a good idea to 
have a state board for the examination 
and licensing of barbers. 
<M. H. Whit- 


ukcr, fourth vice president of the Inter- 
national union, was led to make tho 
suggestion by the opening of a, number 
of barber schools lately in many of the 
states of tho Union. 
He addresses the 


members of the union officially and 
says: 


"Tir the past few years a new enemy 


has confronted tho barbers' profession 
and threatened us with certain demoral- 
ization and ruin. I b is the barber school 
(?) I speak of. It is the most dangerous 
enemy today that confronts us, and 
should receive more atte.^fion than has 
heretofore been given it 
'' We should have a law in every state 


requiring an apprentice to serve three 
yeai-3 under a competent worlanan in a 
barber shop doing a regular barber busi- 
ness, and at tho expiration of time to 
go before a regular examining hoard of 
competent workmen, and if found pro- 
ficient in the profession, they to grant 
him a certificate which should at sill 
times be kept in a conspicuous place in 
front of his chair." 


Caruei of Crime. 


Rev. Appletou . Bath, a Hethodist 


clergyman of Pittsburg, in a recent ser- 
mon said: Another cuuso for dishonesty 
is tho inadequate support of certain 
classes, ilcn who have to handle thou- 
sands of dollars must labor for a pit- 
tance. 
Hundreds of clerks in the cities 


are underpaid who yet must keep up so- 
cial appearance or lose their positions. 
Many a responsible- employee receives 
$10 where ho ought to get $25. Many a 
sewing girl that she may be virtuous ia 
living on the fifth floor of a tenement 
house and mating shirts at 45 cents a 
dozen. 


Merchants, bankers,1 manufacturers— 


how'dare some of .them call themselves 
Christians while doling out starvation 
wages to those; who' serve them? Know- 
ing tho temptations that beset the path 
of female virtue, how dare they subject 
it to such a strain? 
Society ought to 


hold employers, as God will, for their 
share of responsibility as to crime occa- 
sioned by oppressing the hireling in his 
wages. 
Honor and virtue are priceless 


jewels. 
Don't sell them. 
Don't pawn 


them. You will never be able to redeem 
them.

Tho first and greatest struggle in de- 


fense of .the eight hour day in the Au- 
stralian colony of Victoria occurred in 
183S. 
At this period tho decline of pro- 


duction in ..tho. goldfields had caused a 
great surplus of labor. Many employers, 
and notably, the state railroad contract- 
ors, 
took advantage of the . general de- 


pression to force a reduction of. wages 
and a return to the ten hour workday. 
The workmen .'declared their resolve in 
one picturesque sentence, characteristic 
of the colonial spirit,-."We .have nailed 
our eight hour colors'to the most, and if 
they are shot away, we will fight for 
the holes left by the snott" The contest 
which followed was one of the severest 
in the annals of labor, tut after a heroic 
struggle of.;eight months,' duration vic- 
tory perched on the. eight hour, banner, 
uncL the engineers, iron molders and 
boiler makers were recruited to the eight 
/hour ranks.—P. J, ,TioGniit

Thut id about the over- 
age voltage of the overhead wire nnd Is 
not considered very dangerous to the 
average man. 


The oSlolfils ol the road are themselves 


authority tor tho statBmoot that the volt- 
age of the trolley wires is not pufflclcnt to 
lull a strong mnu hut the 111-lnted Caha- 
laae was n strong man and he died the 
very instant he touched that feed wire. 


No death that ever took place in the 


electeic chair was more irjtantaDeous and 
this glrea color to the bellel thnt the wire 
had a very high voltage. 


The feed wires ate supposed to bo cov- 


ered with Insulating material; but this 
fatality proves chat if Insulated at all the 
material must be so poor or thin tbat it 
eaatly breaks or wcara oft. 


But whether insulated or not, -whether 


the voltage be 550 or 0£00 it is enough for 
tbe public to know that wires of such a 
dangerous character are dangling over- 
head in nearly ovory one of tbe principal 
tt.oronghf.ares of tbe city. 


The same may befall anybody, any pe- 


dustriun on the streets or any passenger OD 
th.e cars. Is this the security which the 
people want? Who can Eiay that his ll(e 
Js not Imperilled by crossing any of our 
stroetA under such conditions? 


"When the Lowell and Suburban rail- 


road sought their franchise and later 
when they got certain, localtlons they rep- 
resented, that tbe voltage would not en- 
danger human life. 


But here we have a practical demonstra- 


tion that some, 1( not nil of their wires, 
are of the most deadly potentiality. 


Is this state of affairs to be borne with 


indefinitely? 
Is the 
Lowell 
public 


obliged to face this danger forever ? 


What is the city government for? "Why 


do the aldermen allow the lives of citizens 
to be placed under such a continuous and 
deadly risk? 


For years the Sun has advocated the 


appointment of an inspector of wires 
under the statute, but tbe city government 
Called to move In tho mutter. 


Meanvrhile, the danger to human life 


and the danger to property from fires 
•tarred by electric wires, have been multi- 
plying from day to day and month to 
month, until even the insurance com- 
panies have been alarmed and have called 
upon state authorities to step in and pro- 
vlds a remedy. 


Accordingly nine-tenths of the princi- 


pal property owners In Lowell havo been 
obliged to change the wiring of their 
buildings under penalty of having tho in- 
gurance companies terminate any policies 
held thereon, on tbe ground that tbe. risks 
are more than they can accept. 


There is tbe _ situation today and the 


numerous 
fires 
attributed 
to 
incen- 


diarism were undoubtedly due to defec- 
tive electric construction throughout the 
city. 


And how could" it be otherwise where 


all tbe companies suspending wires con- 
»lder only their own interests nnd disre- 
gard the crossing of wires, the danger of 
are and tbe danger to human life. 


That is what the aldermen of Lowell 


•bave approved; they are responsible for 
Shese /perils to life and property and 
Itrange to say, they will insult the intel- 
ligence of the people by trying to justify 
•heir acta in maintaining such perils to 
'Ufe and property. 


What Is the remedy? 
Put all wires 


of very high voltage under ground In the 
thickly populated p.irts of the city,.and 
under no condition allow a live wire to 
be without tho best insulating except tbe 
trolleys, which are useless if not naked. 


This is the least tbat should be done, 


^nd this remedy should be provided forth- 
irlth. 


The change can be properly carried out 


>nly under tho direction of a competent 
Inspector of wires. 


Will the aldermen act now, or will they 


irait for other fatalities ?

It was in lust April and- May that 
n very interesting and cheering upward 
movement in Lniclc nnd industry began. 
Tho first increases of wages -were m'adp 
in tho last clays of March or the first 
week of April. Tho number of Bach in- 
creases greiv from week to v/cek until it 
•was'au easy rafilt<?r to compile from the 
trado journals n, list including several 
hundred laVo concern.1! in •which, as 
prominent 
" journals admit- 


ted, tho daily earnings of more than 
500,000 employees had been enlarged. 
This upward movement •was ignored by 
tho high tariff organs for some time, hc- 
causo they hi'.d continually asserted that 
there could not bo any increase of wages 
or any revival of industry so long as the 
Democratic tuiifi should bo in force.. 


But at last they -\vero compelled to ad- 


mit that a revival had come, although 
tho Democratic tariff hnd not been re- 
pealed. . It -was in. the middle of May, 
for example, that tho New York Trib- 
une was constrained to speak of it as 
"tho glad recovery" and to begin to 
point out that "advance in wages'' 
which it very properly called "a bless- 
ing. " Other Republican Journals follow- 
ed our neighbor, and soon there was a 
full chorus of joyful Republican com- 
ment upon this upward movement, 
which, tho same journals had been say- 
ing, could not take placa so long as tho 
tariff duties enacted by the Democratic!

taken. An amendment to the constitu- 
tion was adopted, providing that the

This station is 
about halC way between the Kremlin 
and the PolevosVy palace, whi"ch Is to 
be the abiding place of the czar until rhu 
triumphal entry Into the city on Thurs- 
day.

The czar, as he stepped from the train, 


wore the uniform of Alexander III regi- 
ment of the Guards, and he received the 
report from Grand Duke Vladimir (thc 
eldest surviving brother if the late 
czar), who is commander of all of the 
troops In Moscow. The czarina, as chief 
of the Uhlan regiment, received there- 
port of the commander of that regiment. 
The drive to Pretosovky palace was 
made In a closed carriage, owing to the 
rain. Upon their arrival at the palace, 
the Imperial standard was hoisted, and 
44 members o£ the Nijnlnovgoiod 
Dra- 


goons mounted guard. The czar then 
received a deputation from the Zemslvo 
Cor the province ot Moscow. Ke then 
proceeded to the state apartments, on 
the first floor, where a Te Deum wad 
celebrates, and the priests blessed the 
czar on the occasion of his 28th birthday. 


One of the special features 'Of the 


present ovents in Moscow is the flolng 
away with thc custom of employing spe- 
cial constables In citizens' dress to guanl 
the route of the czar's coming and eolng 
In the city. It has been the custom of 
late years for the ranks of these un- 
armed constables to stand Immediately 
behind the military. On the occasion u; 
a spectacular progress the guards were 
about the only ones who could see tiiL- 
procession. On occasions She route of 
the czar's progress Is guarded by a 
ciouble line of military, a double rank of 
sworn civilians, the ordinary police in 
uniform, the police of the defense de- 
partment and the detective police. The 


! doing away with this sworn civilian 
ranka will give better opportunity for 
thc czar's subjects at large to witness; 
his progress to the coronation. 


Preparations for the grand entry into 


the city arc not yet completed, though 
they are far advanced. 
Thc character 


of tlie preparations is most imposing. 
The grand duke's palace Is especl.illy 
magnificent. 
This is situated upon 


Tversltaja. street, along which the czar 
goes from the Petrovosky palace to the 
Kremlin on Thursday. 
Opposite the 


governor general's residence is a great 
frame screen, built to mask an unsightly 
building, used as a guardroom for the 
troops on official' dut.y at the palace. 
Xear at hand Is a watch-tower of the 
flra department, which was a clumsy 
and unsightly object, but has been 
masked from base to top of the tower. 


Nearly all of the buildings In Moscow 


are built ot wood and brick, covered in- 
discriminately with a white stucco, the 
general effect being that of a wholly 
white walled city. The outer coloring- 
of the stuaco has been almost univer- 


i sally renewed and freshened for the oc- 


casion. 
Tvsrskaja street has concen- 


trated within Its length much of the 
preparation. 
Many houses along the 


street have been rented, at high rates, 
for the whole year, merely to secure the 
lessee of a window for the procession 
on Thursday. The street shows along 
its length many commodious pavilions, 
stt aside for the use ot the favored ones. 
Great iron columns have also been 
erected along- the street's length for a 
brilliant electrical Illumination.

There was probably never n time in the 
history of tho human race -when hypoc- 
risy and cant in the social'felittions of 
mankind were so rife as they are at 
present. The entire moral code of nine- 
teenth century society seems to be in a' 
moribund condition so fur 113 its applica- 
tion is concerned, while-its vitality and 
efficacy as an absolute codo is as stroijg- 
ly insisted on by those who ttssome the 
role of moral teachers a3 ever. Why it 
it that moral judgments which are as- 
sumed to possess tha character of uni- 
versality nre so littla observed? The an- 
bwer to this question must be formd in 


parasitic castes. 


Suppose that these millionaires should 


suddenly develop respect for the Bible 
command to eat their bread iu the sweat 
of their brows, and should conclude to 
forego all of those extravagant expendi- 
tures which are condemned as vices in 
Ilia poor. 
Why, the misery, starvation 


tmd death which would be entailed on 
society by such a course would be al- 
most incalculable! The number of work- 


j ers -who would thus -'b& thrown out of 
employment and rendered 
absolutely 


hiilpless would be enormous. Such con- 
duct -would, therefore, be highly immor- 
al when proceeding from such a source. 
We tlvus develop oant as an incident ot 
modern life, and are enabled to contem- 
plate tho edifying spectacle of a great 
preacher on one Sunday extolling the

Without Delay. 


absolute moral good of sell reliance, in- 
dustry and frugality to an! audience of 
workingmeu, and on another praising 
the virtues of helplessness, idleness and 
extravagance for the benefit of an audi- 
ence of millonaires, and inculcating 
their practice in the name of duties to 
the working class. 


One moralist preaches to millionaires, 


taking for his text ' 'the duties and re- 
sponsibilities 
of wealth;" 
another 


preachea to tvorkiugmen, taking for his 
text that old copy book motto, "Honesty 
is the best policy. " And through it all 
w.u are forced to contemplate a civilisa- 
tion which makes "honesty" bad for- 
TVorkiugmen, even as a question of mare 
"policy, "when -sve consider the moral 
eflect on1 the class at large. The human- 
izing effect of tho virtues of our moral 
code can only exhibit itself in a society 
of free and independent individuals. We

away from'our basis of morality.

old Greeks used to say—it is one of 
Plato's proverBs, I believe—that a man 
should begin to practice virtue as soon 
as he hud insured a livelihood, the im- 
plication being that until one had in- 
sured a livelihood he conld not practice 
virtue. This idea accorded stricfly -with 
Greek practice and teachings, the Greek 
society being essentially class society, 
and there being no pretense us to uni- 
versality of application of 'the Greek 
moral code. This exclusiveness of Greet 
morals saved the Greeks from bei ig 


i hypocrites and, however much one may 


I feel inclined to condemn certain prac- 
tices of the Greeks, the fact remains that 
those practices were strictly in accord 
with tlie teachings of their moral code. 


^Vith ns it is different. 
With us the 


Greek proverb might well ossumea neg 
ative form. A man should only r-ca?o to 
practice virtue, as soon as he has insured 
u livelihood. This because most of onr 
common opinions concerning social mo- 
rality have to do with the gaining of I iflh castes and classes 
one's livelihood and refer to a condition 
| of society in which evory citizen is ac- 
' tivelyengaged in some sort of useful em- 
ployment The virtues of industry, fru- 
gality, honesty, forbearance where.each 
other's faults and weaknesses arc con- 
cerned, oourage, truthfulness and -juss 
dealing generally between;man and mail 
lire nil conditioned on the existence of a 
society of free' and equal individuals— 
individuals who ore virtually dependent 
on their owu exertions for their subsist- 
ence, and who are uninfluenced by the 
tradition!! of social or political rank or 
caste; a purely democratic society, in 
face, such as .-we arc fond of believing 
ours was in the beginning, aud which 
so many good people would have us be-- 
lieve it is yet. The common opinion 
that the virtues indicated have any val- 
ue in and of themselves is wholly errone- 
ous. It is only as the practice of those 
virtues influences the social life that 
they hare vqlue. 


It is well for a man to be honest, it i. 


well for him to be industrious, it'is well 
for him to bo frugal and temperate, but 
why? Because the line of cionduct con- 
noted by these ideas is necessary for thc 
preservation of the society of which he 
is a part. But it is only as they affect 
his relations with those -associated and 
co-operating -with him "in the battle for 
material existence that these acts can be 
either moral or immoral. It is only its a 
social being that man's honesty, tern 
perance or industry, can find proper place 
in any moral code. But what.if.a man 
is outside of society? Or what if ha be- 
longs to a society in which indnstry and 
honesty- aro not conditions of existence, 
and in-which, frugality would be absurd: 
Then these virtues which give color to 
our moral code would cease, so far. as ie 
was concerned, to be of any .value from 
u moral standpoint. There would, need 
to be developed and applied close moral 
ity to fit ihe special cases,- just as.was 
the case -with the Greeks, -'in order f01 
men to escape the vice of hypocrisy. 


And that is the trouble with ns. Un- 


der the influence of inspirations which 
animated man at the break up of feudal 
olass society and oaussd'them to pay;lip 
homage to the sublime ideas of libertry, 
equality and fraternity, inspirations 
which caused thfl immortal truths of 
our Declaration of Independence 'to be 
openly promulgated as a principle; of 
national policy here on thia western 
continent, men cling to and continue to 
preach a universal "form of morality, 
notwithstanding that the conditions of 
oTir social life have developed a strongly 
marked class society where" only olasa 
.morals will fit .--The result is almost 
universal.hypocrisy. -Imagine one of our 
modern : moralists extolling- the virtues 
of'frugality and thrift for the benefit of 
an audience of trampsl 
Yet stranger 


things do happen every day. Our'Bound- 
'erbys are a numerous class.'" Imagine, 
ugain, one of our fashionable -preachers 
expatiating on the ' moral necessity'of 
honest industry to a- congregation o£ 
Rockefellers, Vanderbilts and Asters! 
He would simply be laughed at,.and if 
he'insisted oa'such"absurd'.preaching"he. 
would soon find his . place filled by one 
who could preach a moral doctrine more 
consistent yrith the preservation of the 
society to which such congregation be- 
longs. 
For labor, frugality- and s'ach 


like virtues ore not necessary conditions 
for the existence of such a "society.1 In- 
deed, such virtues become absolute vices, 
vrhen practiced ,by thB.'members of these
